What Insects “Think of. the Monsters 
of the Human Race 


A scientist. recently took a strange 
photograph, using the compound eye 
of an insect as his lens. When the 
plate. was developed there appeared 
one hundred and fifty separate dis- 
Unct photographs..of the'same object 
—vne for each of the hundred and 
fifty eyes which make up the complex 
seeing Organ of the tiny creature. 
Some insects have a- thousand such 
eyes gathered togetler into one. Im- 
agine what it must mean to look at a 
single enemy and see it multiplied in- 
to a company or a regiment. 

Among -sciéntists there is much de- 
bate as to just how much or how well 
insects, as @ class, are able to see. 
It is fairly certain that certain wasps 
are quite dependent on their sense 
of sight in finding their way to their). 
nests. They have been observed to 
study carefully the sticks, stones and 
leayes of grass: which are close to 
the entrance to their nest, and on re- 
turning from a flight, to hunt up and 
identify these landmarks before enter- 
ing. If these surroundings are dis- 
turbed they sometimes have difficulty 
in lo¢ating their home. 

Let? us now suppose that some in- 
sects are capable of seeing objects 
quite clearly: shen the object is at 
close range. This is probably the 
‘case with such creatures as crickets, 
who are quick to recognize the slight- 
est motion even when at some dis- 
tance away. 

If it is true, then, that they possess 
elear vision think what tue. world 
must be through the eyes Of an insect! 
The grass is a mighty forest of curious 
thin stemmed {plants set 80 
close toge-her that. even walking is 
difficult. 

This jungle swarhis with ecuntless 
millions of cteattires, many of them 
preying upon one another as in a real 
big jungle of the tropics. Huge-ser- 
pents glide in and-out, feasting upon 
the insect life, and field mice, gigan- 
tic rodents, dig great holes down to 

j the forest roots where the insects live. 

‘Mei. look over hundreds of years 
and shudder for those poor mortals 
who lived: in terror when the great 
prebistoric beasts inhabited our land. 
As prehistoric monsters were to men 
so is man to the-creatures of the in- 
sect wo;ld. 

He is a frightful. creatuy>, a thou- 
sand times the bulk of a mastédon. 
.When he. comes }e casts a shadow 
over half a mile of insact*land, his 
two great feet are like grinning mons- 
ters whose mouths never open, but 
always crash and trunch the insects 
in their paths. He ‘crushes great 
sections of forest to earth with every 
step, when rain comes his footprints 
fill and form great lakes, everywhere 
there is destructicn in his wake.

FIRE IN STOVE 7C YEARS 


Primitive Cooking Apparatus In Corn- 
wall, England 


Incredible +s it. may seem to us 
who have at cur command every sort 
of labor saving machine and device 
that it is possible to conctive, there 
are some parts of the world—anc not 
the most remote, either—wh?2re many 
of the ordinary tasks of l'fe are ac- 
complished in almost identically the 
same way that they were centuries 
ago, says a wri.er in Gas Logic. Trav- 
ellers in foreign countries have fre- 
quentiy told f surprising instances 
of this kind which they have met with 
in their wanderings in out-of-the-way 
localities. 

A striking illustration of the way 
in which people who come little into 
contact with modern methods often- 
times cling to ancient and cumber- 
some ways of doing things is afforded 
by the case of a farmer in Cornwall, 
England, whose primitive and pictur- 
esque cooking apparatus has attracted 
at‘ention. 

The fuel used In the stovo {fs neith- 
er coal nor wood, but pvat. No other 
fuel has been burned in it. The 
Cornish farmer declares that to his 
k .owledge the fire in it has not been 
out in seventy years. 

When the farmer's family have any 
cooking to do, the embers are first 
raked flat, and an iron plate is placed 
over them. The dough is then put 
into a tin, which is placed upon the 
iron plate, the tin being covered over 
vith a big iron pot. The whole is 
covered with embers and in ejghty 
minutes’ time, it is said, the bread 
ts perfectly baked. ‘ ‘

Teethmarke, Morte Reliable In Crime 
Detection than Finger Prints 


The case of the burglar who was}- 
recently identified in Paris by the 
marks of his teeth in some fruit he 
had bitten and left behind, led a Lon- 
don dentist tc comment on the value 
of the teeth and palate for purposes 
of identification... It recalls, too, the 
researches of Dr. Paul Prague, of 
Vienna, who more than five years ago 
declared that a loag series of exper!l- 
ments demonstrated that the palate 
never changes from childhocd to old 
age, and that identification by this 
means is even More certain than by 
means of finger-prints. 

The gums and palate, said the dent- 
ist referred to, are an infallible test of 
identity. No matt-r how a person 
changes in facial expression and in 
general appearance, the gums and 
palate remain to assure him and oth- 
ers that his identity is the same. The 
sooner this fact is realized the better 
for one can state no limit to its use~ 
fulness. Here@ris a case that came 
directly under my own notice. 

A man of considerable wealth and 
of high social standing went on a tour 
to Africa. He disappeared, . and 
though every effort was mace to trace 
him he could not be found. Mean- 
while difficulties arose concerning the 
disposition of his property. There 
was no evidence of his death, ard pre- 
sumption of death was refused by the 
court. Reports arrived. later to the 
effect that he had been murdered by 
natives and it was s‘ated tl * his body 
had been buried in an African’ village. 
As it happened, I had made the man 
a set of teeth and still retained the 
cast of the mouth. The wan’s bro- 
ther went out, returned with the skull 
and I found that the cast I had taken 
fitted the mouth of the dead: man. 
That was sufficient. The death was 
presumed, and the estate duly admin- 
istered. 

The palate test 1s infallible, and 
should be used by our detectives. A 
cast of the mouth of every criminal 
could easily be taken, and would 
prove more effective end reliable than 
the much-vaunted finger-print vystem.

The Life of a Battleship 

The scrapping of the battleship Re- 
venge, so far as the active list of the 
Navy is concerned, is a reminder of 
how short the life of a battleshiv is 
held to be nowadays. The Revenge 
is one of seven similar ships form- 
ing what is known as the Royal Sov- 
ereign class. They are big ships, of 
over 14,000 tons displacement, each 
carrying four 13.6 inch guns, besides 
other armament, and they were de- 
signed by the late Sir William White, 
reputed one of the greatest naval 
architects and constructors. The 
building of th»se voess2ls marked the 
beginning of the Naval Defence Act 
of 1889, the trst of them was begun 
in that year; the last of them was not 
put into commission until 1896. They 
were declared obsolete in 1911. In 
other words their effective life as a 
class was 15 years. Now, these ships 
cost altogether some 12 millions of 
money. One of them already sold 
to the breakers-up, realized, it appears 
$160,000. That may be taken to be 
about the material value of the others. 
As a sidelight on the rece in naval 
armaments, these facts are instruct- 
ive. Nothing could better show at 
once the folly and futility of scares, 
and the fact that nobody gets any- 
thing out of them save the armour- 
plate interests.—Maanchester Cit!zen’.

Men who have spent from ten to 
twenty-five years in the Orient are 
now saying that the long-awaited 
awakening of China {fs at last at hand. 
The change that has taken place in 
the country and people since the revo- 
lution is regarded as the greatest that 
has ever occurred in any nation dur- 
ing so brief a period. Wages are in- 
creasing, cnd if the projected foreign 
loans go through, there will be further 
improvement in this resepct. The 
money will be used Jargely in the 
construction of railways, and a higher 
standard cf living will follow. 

This will mean a heavy Increase in 
the Chinese consumption of flour, 
much of which must be supplied by 
Western: Canada. The gra’r will be 
ground in this country and the by- 
products fed to cattle here, there be- 
ing comparatively ttle live stock in 
the Orient, It looks as if the develop- 
ment of Asiatic markets and the 
opening of the Panama Canal must 
immensely encourage agricultural and 
industrial expansion in the Western 
Canadian Provinces and furnish plenty 
of traffic for our railways, new and 
old, Which link up the plains via 
the mountains with Vancouver, Prince 
Rupert and other Pacific Coast ports. 


PROTECTING JUTE 


A Canadian Industry Which Requlres |- 
Adequate Protectlon 

United States manufacturers of jute 
yarns, bagging and twine fear that 
the new Democratic administration 
will reduce the protection which they 
have enjoyed. Jute is a long vegetable 
fibre, the cheapest commercial fibre 
in the world, grown exclusively in 
India. It is used to manufacture bags, 
sacks, twine, carpets, etc., the chief 
eentres of the industry being Cal- 
cutta, Dundee, Dunkirk, Hamburg, 
Vienna, Turin, Brooklyn and Ludlow. 

The weaving of jute fabric has not 
yet been established as an industry ‘in 
Canada, but juteyarn and faBrics are 
further manufactured here to such an 
extent that Canadian concerns supply 
the greater part of the home market. 
In the United States, the spinners and 
weavers of jute are protected by a 
tariff of 45 per cent. In Canada there 
is practically no duty on jute yarn 
and plain jute cloth. 

Why should not adequate protection 
be given to spinners and weavers of 
jute by Canada, so that large indus- 
tries, similar to those enjoying pro- 
tection of 45 per cent. or more in the 
United States, might be established 
in this country ?7—Industrial Canada.

One fatal day and night there came 
a mighty earthquake and inundation 
which engulfed the island. Atlantis 
disappeared bencath. the sea.. Other 
classic ‘writers describe the island or 
continent of Atlantis as coataining 
mountains and pleasant vaileys. amd 
streams and cities. adorned with 
stately buildings. 

Is all this story as told by Plato 
merely a fabie? © It is impossible to 
decide how far this legend is due to 
Plato's invention and how. far it is 
based .on facts of which no record 
remainz. Medieval writers, for 
whom the tale was preserved_by Arab- 
fan geographers, believed it true, and 
were fortified in the belief by ntimer- 
ous traditions of:islands in the west- 
ern sea which offered various points 
of resemblance of Atlantis. 

The. very ancient writers warmly 
adopted various theories regardi=2 the 
incident of the disappearance. With 
tre decline of the Platonic school o? 
Alexandria, even:the name of Atlantis 
dropped out of literature aud was not 
heard during the middle ages. After 
the anaissance, with its ren:>wal of 
interest in Platonic studies, numerots 
attempts were made to rationalize the 
myth of Atlantis. The island was 
variously identified with America, 
Scandinavia, tie Canaries, and even 
Palestine; and again in the 
teenth and eighteenth centuries the 
credibility of the whole legend’ was 
riously debatod, and sometimes even 
admitted by Montaigne, Buffon and 
Voltaire. ; 

That Atlantis, a large*island between 
Eurore and America, might have ex- 
isted and dicappeared, leaving only 
remiants of islands, to many minds 
was too evident to escape notice, and 
so the controversy was renewed and 
engaged some .of the most learned 
minds of the world. oi at 

Abbe Brasseur de Bourbong, the 
most eminent decipherer o: Mexican 
records, asserted that he hac found 
in Atlantis’the ethnography of Ameri- 
cans. He finds the Tcltecs to be des- 
cendants of the panic-stricken fugi- 
tives of the great catastrophe which 
is recorded by them as well as by the 
Egyptians. 

But the most learned treatise in 
favor of Atlantis has been by M. 
Paul Ga:farel. which was published 
in 1860 and 1880. He utilized the 
deep-sea surroundings and found a 
ridge running down the middle of the 
.tlantic, pertaining toward .:1e Az- 
ores, the depth of the water over the 
ridge being less than one thousand 
fathoms, while the valleys on either 
side averaged three thousand. 

Mr. Gaffarel, and other enthusiasts 
go so far as to say that science will 
yct enable men to recover some Atlan- 
tean evidence from the submerged cit- 
jes of Atlantis that will for « -er close 
the discussion.

TAGS FIR WILD BIRDS 


How American Bird Bandiny Associa- 
tion Studies Migration 

To. extend scientific knowledge of 
bird habits by means of records made 
by +s‘udents and accurate observers, 
the American Bird Banding Asscciation 
hae been organized with head-quart- 
ers at the American Museum of Natur- 
al History. Duri : the last year more 
than eight hundred wild birds have 
been banded with an aluminum ring 
that is adjusted loosely so as to cause 
no injury or inconvenience to the 
birds. 

On the ring appears the ‘words: Not- 
ify the American Museum, New York, 
and a card in the filed records of the 
museum gives the species of the bird, 
the date, the place and circumstance 
of banding. It is hoped by this sys- 
tem to learn the distance birds trav- 


blue relief and a beautifully diaper- 
ed ground of cilver'and gold and tur- 
quoise.

The steamer, so far. as its external 
‘arrangements are. concerned, resem- 
Liés a floating workehop. 

There are powerful winches, pumps, 
both steam and motor, and much im: 
pedimenta. Ready for ez.ergency are 
wonderful pneumatic tools, mainly for 
use under water, diving apparatus, air 
compressors, ‘huge purchase blocks 
tested up to fifty tons, thick wire haw- 
sers for heaving off, ‘slings and shac- 
les, and quantities of canv-s and 
‘oakum, deals and plates for patching. 

Probably the salvage steamer has 
been lying in her home. harbor for 
weeks, her crew waiting with the pa- 
tience bred of the gea, when suddenly 
news. of a disaster is receive}, and the 
steamer is ordered to the scene of tha 
wreck, perha;s several thousands of 
miles. away. 

In a remarkably short. time tha

‘cargo must*be undertaken. The great 
enemies of the salvors are adverse 
weather. tides, and current:. 

At night they. still proceed with their 
arduous task, aided» by the light of 
500-candle-power arc lamps. 

There ig always the danger that a 
sudden storm may arise, and the re- 
sult of days of hard lsbor, and the 
expenditure of thousands of dollara, 
may be destroved within an hour. Oo 
the other hand,. there is probably no 
pleasure to equal that of men engaged 
in rescuing bullion from the sea when 
they see the fruits of their labor—a 
bucket filled. with glittering gold— 
rise from the swell. 

The divers, in addition to their 
wages, receive $2.

; OPENING SAFES BY MUSIC. 


Latest Scheme of the Makers to Foil 
the Busy Burglar. 

To make safes burglar proof by abol- 
ishing all locks, keys and keyboles 
Mr. Thorne Baker of London utilizes’ 
the well known sensitiveness of a 
tightly stretched wire to respond to its 


own musical note. The wire ts in the’ 


safe. To open it ove must blow a 
truinpet or sound a tuning fork in the 
precisely correct key. The. sire 18 co1i- 
nected with an electric battery. When 
the note is sounded the wire vibrates 
and turns on the current which op- 
erates the locking mechanism. 

As a greater safeguard Mr. Baker 
puts three wires, tuned to three dif- 
ferent keys, and each operating a lock. 
So It Is necessary to sound three differ- 
ent notes on the bugle, trumpet, organ 
or tuning fork In order to open the 
safe. 

The one evident objection to this 
locking apparatus is that one or more 
of the wires might get out of tune, In 
which case the safe could not be open- 
ed until the right key was found.—New 
York World.

Lying nearly mid 
way between Port Arthur and Lake 
of the Woods, it remains t)-day.as # 
was when Pierre de Jn Veranderye 
passed ‘through it two hundred year 
ago,-the first white man to trave 
from the “Soo” to the great plains o 
westerr Canada. Below it, and ot 
either side, civilization lias claimed 
its ‘own, but, except for fire ranger 
and game wardens and a fewsver 
turesome tourists, the district re 
mains unknown, untenanted.  Wi!d 
animals are unmolested the yeal 
round, and the number of moose it 
increasing so rapidly that the» part 
undoubtedly can claim the distinetios 
of being the greatest moose country 
in the world, 

This reserve, set, aside ‘three years 
ago, has many. things in its fevor. Te 
the north thé wilderness etretcher 
to the end of the continent. ‘Three 
railroads pow pass north of it, but, 
except along woe lines of steel, “Where 
are no inhabitants. South of it is the 
United Btates, where an even greater 
district has been set aside, for th: 
reservation of timber and the preser 
vation of, game. 

East and west is a similar wilder. 
ness. Eastward, one. could travel 
nearly as far as the width of the re- 
serve jtself before encountering signs 
of civilization, Westward, there iy 
also a great district with only a few 
inhabitants. The reserve i» only filty- 
seven milés long and forty wide, con 
taining. sémething over a million 
acres, but all around jt is a huge 
district in whieh conditions are muci 
the same as within its”: orders, 

“Thus, the establishment of the re- 
serve means. that game will thrive 
in a disttict much greater than’ the 
reserve itself. When the. moose has 
become’a rare animal in many places 
a tourist will be able io see as many 
as twenty in a day in the Quetico. 
Deer are increasing, now that wolves 
are being exterminated, rhile only 
a little way to the north cre caribou, 
which come down in. bands in the 
winter. Fur-bearing animals, trap- 
ped by Indians before the cstablish- 
ment of the reserve, are increasing, 
while the lakes and strearts ate ex- 
cellent fishing grounds. Tv vimeywhen 
black bass have been’ planted in the 
clear, deep lak-s, and speckled trout 
added to the Streams, Quetico will 
he known as one.of the ereatest fi-h- 
ing districts >n the continent. 

The reserve has a beauty peculiar 
to that great district in which it lies. 
Between Port Arthur and Manitoba 
the area of water is nearly as creat 
as that of land. ‘In Quetic: this holds 
true. and, within its comparatively 
small ‘Jimits,: one could spend <ix 
months in a canoe and then not <ve 
the last of the lakes and streams. 
Many are not on the map, the 0o0- 
logical survey having traced ‘ only 
the larger bodies of water. 

On Quetico Lake are large stands 
of timber such as are seldom found in 
this great district, the lakes are {ille.t 
with pine-crowned islands, and the 
Laurentian granite has given to the 
‘shores a rugged and -picturesque as- 
— which adds to its wilduess and 

eauty. 

The reserve is bisedied by tie fam- 
ed Dawson route, over which early 
settlers in Manitobs ° “passed on their 
way to the prairies, ERemains of the - 
piers and steamboats are still, to ne 
seen in some, plites—relics of the 
days when westerm Canada was un- 
known and when it was not telieved 
that steel! rails ould ever “replac.

98. The colonel hes hun and 
fished in many parts of Canad and 
Europe and is perfectly at ha@me in 
‘the wild region over which he now 
rules. Headquarters on the reserve 
were established nearly two. years 
ago, and Cr ae’ Young's staff of six 
men is now patrolling the great dis- 
trict entrusted to ita care. Canoe- 
ists in the summer are supervised in 
their journey through the reserve, 
and in winter poaching trappers from 
the American side, both Indian and 
white, are driven outside the ‘boun- 
daries.
